PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To obtain a polyester-based 
side-by-side conjugate 

fiber suitable for textiles capable of obtaining microfiber 
from which fabrics 

having both soft feeling and drape with massive feeling can 
be produced. 

SOLUTION: This conjugate fiber has a cross section in 

which a polyester B as 

a hardly alkali-soluble component is divided by a polyester 
A as an easily 

alkali-soluble component. The component of the polyester B 
contains 0.8-8 wt . % 

ceramic microparticles having 0.3-2.0 μm mean particle 
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diameter and ≥3.5 

g/cm3 density and the split fiber split by alkali 

reduction has 

≥ 1,375 g/cm3 density. 
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
